Spy Got 
Fuse Data, 
FBI Says | 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 1 (—Sen- 
ate investigators today made pub- 
lic hitherto secret FBI data charg- 
ing that a “Soviet agert’’ in the 
office of Adm. Ernest J. King in 
1945 may have slipped Russia in- 
formation on this cowntry’s super- 
secret proximity fuse. 


King was Chief of Naval Op- 
erations during World War IL. 
The alleged spy was identified 
only as ‘“‘X”’ but the FBI de- 
scribed him as a “native-born 
American citizen who has special- 
ized in the field of zoology.’’ The 
Senate investigators said they 
knew his identity, however, and 
already had questioned him. 


The Senate internal subcommit- 
tee, which has been investigating 
the Harry Dexter White case, 
made public the FBI information. 
It was supplied by Igor Gouzen- 
ko, former Soviet code clerk in 
the Russian Embassy at Ottawa, 
Canada. 

The information was contained 
in an FBI report which was cir- 
culated among top officials of 
the Truman administration be- 
ginning late in 1945. The subcom- 
mittee previously made public 
other parts of the FBI document. 
An excerpt from the FBI pa- 
per made public by the subcom- 
mittee said: 

‘Information developed by the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
indicated that it is possible that 
‘X’ was the individual who fur- 
nished information concerning 
the Navy’s radio proximity fuse 
to Dr. lan Nunn May, the 
British scientist stationed in 
Canada who was an agent of the 
Soviets and who passed on a gar- 
bled description of the proximity 
fuse to the Soviets.”

' The first sermon I ever tried to preach was 
about the Prodigal Son. Through the years I have 
studied that story again and again and I have 


preached no less than 100 times on it. 
I find something new and I love it a little better. 


Each time I read ie sare 
(Luke 15:11-24). 


I used to think that a prodigal was one with a life-wasted ‘by wrong 
living who was a disgrace to himself, his family and his community. 


That may be true. On the other 
hand, there are many prodigals 
who have been successful in life, 
who have achieved much and who 
are admired by many. 

Let’s look‘ again at/\the story. 
First, ‘‘Give me the! portion of 
goods that falleth to . the 


younger son gathered all together 
and took his journey.’’ He decided 
he could take the resources which 
were his, go his own way and live 
a better life. To remain at home 
meant to be’ subject tothe will of 


his father. He wanted to be free. ‘ 


To every person God gives cer- 
tain abilities, opportunities and ma- 
terial possessions. God would like 
for us to use what we have as His 
stewards, for us to live according 
to His will and way. God thinks 
that by living under His direction 
we will accomplish more. However, 
any one of us is at perfect liberty 
to take what we have and strike 
out on our own. 

Notice the father did not deny 
that the boy had the right to claim 
his possessions, and neither did the 
father attempt to hold the boy at 
home. If the father had said, ‘‘No, 
I compel you to stay here under 
my will,” then home would have

ceased to be home. Instead, it 
would have become a jail. 

Why do people leave God out of 
their lives? It isn’t because one is 
an atheist who does not believe. 
We can believe in God's existence 


and still ignore Him. Men do not 


leave God because they hate Him. 
People leave God because they do 
not feel they need Him. The prodi- 
gal is not necessarily one who 
wants to do wrong. 

Notice the second point: ‘‘He be- 
gan to be in want.” In Jesus’ story 
the boy spent all his money and 
began to want for material things. 
His clothes became threadbare, he 
had no place to live, he was com- 
pelled to eat the *0d of hogs. 

As pastor of a church in a 'arge 
city, I have had many such come 
seeking a meal or a few dollars. 
On the other hand, I have had just 
as many prodigals come to see me 
who drove expensive cars, lived in 
fine houses and had money to buy 
whatever they desired. 

The boy did not leave home be- 
cause he wanted to hurt his father. 
He left because he felt he could 
work out for himself a more satis- 
fying life. But he was disappointed. 
Ask yourself if you have found in 
life what you really want. Tomore- 
row, let's look further at this boy.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2—The big retreat in ° 
American policy—retreat back to the Truman- 


Atcheson foreign policy—has begun. 


It may yet 


involve not only recognition of Red China’s govertshent but an 
acquiescence in the resumption of trade by Great Britain and other 
governments with the Communist world. Red China, although de- 
clared an aggressor by the United Natioris, is to be treated as an 


equal because thé Allies so will it. 

On the ‘surface, Secretary. of 
State Dulles hit back at Senator 
McCarthy’s criticism of foreign 
policy but there have been in 


the past so many other differ- - 


ences of opinion expressed : by 
Senator Knowland and other Re- 
publican members of Congress 
without evoking a public rebuttal 
from the Department of State 
that this could not be the main 
reason for the pointed statement 
virtually yielding to the Allies 
what they have been asking. 


The Secretary of State has just 
announced a turn in American

Syngman Rhee reads his death 
warrant in the statement just 
issued by Mr. Dulles: 


“Today it is to our interest 
to assist certain countries. But 
that does not give us the right 
to try to take them over, to 
dictate their trade policies and ta 
make them our satellites.

_ Or subservient. allies. Our friends 


-and ‘allies are dépendable just 
because hey are unwilling to be 
anyone’s® satellites. They. will. 


freely -sacrifice much in a’ com- 


mon‘effort. But they. will be no 


States than they: will be sub- 
servient to Soviet Russia.”’ 

The foregoing has been the 
British argument for the last 
three years. It means that the 
Allies will trade with Soviet 
Russia hereafter or with Com- 
munist China. 

There is no secret about the 
viewpoint of the London govern- 
ment togard the government. of 
Syngman Rhee. It may be taken 
for granted that the road to 
appeasement has been opened 
and that South Korea is to be 
sacrificed, after all. 

American taxpayers cre to bé 
asked to continue to pay huge 
sums to European countries as 
a means of influencing those gov- 
ernments to let America have 
bases abroad. Such military co- 
operation should be given to 
American air forces without 
strings, if it aids the defense of 
the European countries them- 
selves.

The Georgia Senate found time amid debate on school segrega- 


tion resolutions yesterday to pass 


a bill to set up a retirement sys- 


tem for county ordinaries and another measure authorizing Georgia 
forestry officials to co-operate with other states in fighting forest 


The retirement bill for ordina- 
ries was amended so as to permit 
those officials to retire on a pen- 
sion equal to one-half their regu- 
lar pay. The original bill called 
for a pension equal to two-thirds 
of their regular pay.

_ In between Huntington and Rochester came an invitation to 
the Cardinals and fhe major leagues. It was of the briefest nature. 
Lon Warneke gave him a couple of foul tips, then struck him out. 
That was Alston’s big league career.

Albert Parker, a baker who 
sends his rich, weighty holiday 
product everywhere from Paris 
to the Australian bush country, 
has greatly improved his recipe 
since it was first adopted by the 
bakery in 1910.

‘ Although Parker claims few 
people actually bake fruit cakes 
at home any more, he offers this 
advice for the ambitious Christ- 
mas cake cook. ‘‘Use only enough 
Datter to hold the fruit together. 
‘t cut up the cherries or pe- 
mans because they make’'a more 
Zempting appearance in a slice 
ir they aren’t to bits.”
